N successful business today there 1s a 

growing tendency to regard the customer 
as a sort ot Poo-Bah, the consideration ot 
whose wishes and comtort, to a great ex 
tent, determine business practice. The edict 
might well be written “Let nothing be 
done without first consulting the customer 
When you buy vour goods, when you dis 
play them, when you re-arrange your store, 
when you formulate store policies—no mat 
ter what you do, you cannot afford to do 
it without considering your customer. It ts 
not necessary that you rush madly about 
asking questions; just imagine vourself the 
customer, or walk into somebody's store 
and become a customer for a dime’s worth 
of something. You will find, it you analyze 
your own thought and study the fellow next 
to you on the customer side of the counter, 
that Bill Robinson and Sam Jones and you 
have strikinely similar ideas on the store 
treatment and store arrangement whicl 
make you feel most “comtortable.” 

There is a healthy tendency everywhere 
in America to “get out in the open,” and it 
has brought sunlight into dismal abodes 
and fresh air into foul places. We shudder 
at cobwebby corners and are suspicious of 
that which we are not permitted to view 
at close rang \ few vears ago the wise 
ones dubbed the cafeteria a short lived fad 
But people still go to the trouble of serving 
themselves in increasing numbers simply 
because many men and women who eat 
moderately priced food like the idea of havy- 
ing that food “out in the open” where they 
can see what they are buying. Dusty 
shelves and out-ot-reach goods do not in- 
spire confidence nor make for a comftort- 
able state of mind in the customer Plac 
ing goods or samples out in the open is a 
method of selling which is demanded largel 
because it makes buying easier——-it tends to 
create customer comtort 

There is a potential customer passing 
your door every day without entering as 
often as he might because of an uncon 
sciouly sensitive pride He places a high 
valuation on his self respect and will go 
out of his way to avoid the possibility of 
wounding it. When he enters your store 
he does so on condition that he may both 
enter and leave in the assurance that his 
pride and self respect may go with him in 
tact. Sometimes he has notion to walk in 
and just “look things over” and walk out 
again And often this impulse remains dor 
mant, because he shrinks from tac 
possible embarrassment He hasn't any 
thing particular in mind to buy and he 
doesn't relish the possibility of being con 
sidered a “staller” by an impeccably “cor 
rect” salesperson who regards  non-pur- 
chasers coolly We all have more or less

An Effort to Show the Government That the Manufacture 
of Writing Paper Is an Essential Industry.

That the business of manutacturing writing paper 1s 
absolutely essential to the efficient conduct of the world’s 
business, and that as such it should be placed on _ the 
preferred list for coal shipments by the Priorities Board 
of Washington, is the thing which George A. Galliver 
president of the American Writing Paper Company, 
Holyoke, Mass., has undertaken to prove to the Govern 
ment 


Mr. Galliver is mailing out a questionnaire to every 
dealer with whom his house has business relations, its 
purpose being to establish the fact to the Governments 
satisfaction that much writing paper is going to the Gov 
ernment on direct or indirect orders, or into work of! 
exceptional or national importance. The questionnair« 
explains that application for a place on the preference list 
for coal shipments must be filed immediately, and that 
the dealer's assistance in surrendering what information 
he may have at his disposal as to the sale of his goods 
will assist very materially in securing coal shipments 
necessary to the mutual welfare of dealers and manutac 


turers alike. It states in part 


“We know our own direct orders to the Government 
We do not know what you may be selling. That would 
come under columns 1, 2 and 3 (inside the questionnaire). 
If the dealer does not know what percentage of his orders 
is going directly or indirectly to the Government, or or 
ganizations which the Government regards as essential, he 


is asked to explain the situation in a letter.

HE new Man Power Bill which is now being discussed 

as | write by the British House of Commons 
raises the age up to which men can be compulsorily con- 
scripted for the army to 50 years; the limit under the pre- 
vious military act was 41 years of age. The country re 
ognizes the need for more men for defense and so wilt 
accept this new measure no doubt with very little altera 
tion. At the same time it will prove another big disloca- 
tion of ordinary civilian industry and will upset a large 
number of businesses that have managed to keep going 
up till now These will include quite a number of office 
specialty enterprises 


<e —> 


The Government, however, estimates that only 7 pe: 
cent. of these new men, that is from 41 to 50 years of age, 
will be available for the actual firing line \ number of 
the others will only be used for the auxiliary services 
and will probably be retained in this country to release 
younger men who will then be able to go abroad to the 
scene of actual conflict. It is not yet known what degree 
of medical fitness will be insisted upon, but it is of course 
a recognized fact that men over 41 do not exhibit any 
thing like the physical fitness for roughing itt, ete., that 


men below that age do and that especially men of quite 


younger years do. Furthermore, a list of indispensabl 
industries and occupations is being compiled where men 
may be retained in civil life. Such industries are mainly 


those concerned with munitions of war, shipbuilding, agri 
culture, etc., and 1f men are taken from these it will prob 
ably be only those in their earlier twenties

With regard to less dispensable industries the net will 
be flung wider, but again here it can be assumed that the 
yield may not be great owing to the tendency of these 
older men to suddenly break down when divorced trom 
their customary round of life and ordinary pursuits 

The typewriter and allied concerns have of course upon 
the whole very few men left and what they have of male 
British subjects are mainly between 40 and 50 years ot 
age. These will therefore now have to bestir themselves 
if they think they can do better service to their country tn 
their own businesses than in the army. After all, they 
argue, a man is of more value to his country at present if 
he is supporting himself and contributing to the revenue 
as well than if he is taken from his occupation and thus 
flung on the country for support only to quickly become 
a hospital cast

Fortunately, most of the ordinary work in the type 
writer and allied business is now being done by female 
labor supplemented by former male workers now dis- 
charged from the army. There is also the fact to be con-

forms. We are now and always have been firm con- 
verts to the “motion-idea,” wherever possible in win- 
dow trimming; loose leaf does not offer the possibil 
ties in this regard that some other lines do, but there 
are times when it may be utilized to excellent purpose ; 
as an example, an occasional window demonstration 
of ene of the modern bookkeeping machines, which 
any of the companies will cheerfully furnish, will con 
vert many people who have steadily refused to allow 
a machine to come into their office for trial. They feel 
under no obligation because of the time they have 
stood before your window. 
The Sale. 

We assume that the salesman is provided with the 
necessary mechanical equipment in the way of sam- 
ples, proper stock, etc.: also that he is properly forti 
fied mentally, with an easy conscience because of the 
knowledge that he has purchased all the Liberty Bonds 
he can carry, and that the line he ts going to sell is a 
good line; the next step is to establish proper harmony 
of relation with the prospective customer. 

lf his prospect is not a user of loose leaf systems 
he must revert to the elements, and right here is where¢ 
many salesmen make a serious mistake. They presume 
the prospect's previous conversion to the general 
scheme, and start demonstrating the superiority of 
their particular line, when they should be speaking of 
the fundamental superiority of any loose leaf line. 

When the customer's attention is directed to the 
item of economy he is usually interested and curious 
for data; he must be shown that, although a loose 
leaf ledger for the keeping of 500 accounts will cost 
him more than some 500-page bound books he could 
buy, he will probably have the binding of these pages 
to purchase but once; that he buys leaves or pages 
suited to the average size of account he handles, with 
the opportunity of adding other pages to any individ- 
ual account at wili; that where, in some business, 
books are closed at certain periods, and at quite an 
expense in binding and unused writing space, if in 
blank book form, this waste is eliminated in loose leaf 
by simply transferring the closed accounts to a very 
cheaply yet durably made device called a storage 
binder; that in using bound books, he must take the 
manufacturer’s idea of distribution of different forms 
or rulings through any particular book (or pay a 
fancy price for special made goods) while in loose leaf 
he assorts or changes his forms as desired. 

This economy of arrangement will appeal to the 
customer, if concrete examples are given; for instance, 
in petty ledgers, private records and the like, it is 
very convenient to place the various headings under 
which assets and liabilities are carried in the same 
binder with the sheets of each form set apart by di 
vision leaves carrying leather or celluloid marker tabs. 


Corporation Record Books are now preferably pur- 
chased in loose leaf form, because only The Omniscient 
can tell how many or what kinds of meetings a cor 
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poration is going to hold, or what reports will come 
into its records. 

You observe that we have, thus far, mentioned in 
argument only instances where a selection of system 
was possible; there are many instances where loose 
leaf :s the only possible solution (manifold forms and 
the Ike) while we know of but a few isolated cases 
of beund records which could not be better and more 
cheaply carried in loose leaf. 

(ut of the original ring binder, used as a memoran- 
dum, has grown a complete family of cumulative 
records, and few executives of large corporations are 
today to be found who do not keep the statistical sum 
maries of their business at hand tor ready reference 
in one or more ring binders. 

but we have digressed rather widely in the forego- 
ny, as our object Was merely to call the attention of 
the beginner to the fact that not everybody in his lo 
cality was using loose leaf, and there are some perti 
nent facts he must not neglect mentioning 

Te get down to cases, he is not a salesman simply 
when he can find in the stock that particular item for 
which the customer calls, wrap it up and collect the 
price; but the evolution of the loose leaf idea offers 
him the opportunity of becoming a salesman in just 
the degree in which he is capable of taking an intel- 
ligent interest in the office or shop problems of his cus- 
tomer. 

Chis opportunity is especially in evidence now, 
when there is such a shortage of man power. 

lf he finds Mr. B issuing statements of ac- 
count, and laboriously copying each from the ledger, 
he has abundant opportunity to suggest a duplicate 
statement system. ()ften this leads to an invitation 
to look the entire proposition over and see where other 
inexpensive changes may be inaugurated which will 
simplify operations. 

We have known of instances where the devising of 
a very simple set of house order forms to be made at 
one writing, has led to the revising of an entire house 
system, with economy of time and operating expense 
as the desired end. 

And you need not be an “efficiency expert” to qual 
ify for this service; common sense and good business 
judgment are requisites, however. 

Systems installed by fiftv-dollar-a-day experts have 
been thrown out to make room for something more 
practical, recommended by the twenty-dollar-a-week 
saleeman. (He generally soon begins drawing more.) 

In conclusion, however, we would impress on the 
voung salesman that, while it is frequently necessary 
to make a special form, applicable to some specific use, 
the manufacturers of forms and binders have pro 
duced stock forms which are sufficient for most office 
needs 

We would also say that the fewer different sizes of 
binders and forms you place in one office, the more 
blessed will vour name be around that place

spire inquiry. In view of this, a suitable location for 
the loose leaf department and an effective display of 
the goods is of prime importance, for the more quickly 
and easily the customer may learn of the line the more 
likely he will be to appreciate the utility of its various 
members and to approach the subject with a mind 
open to positive suggestion. 

We have found in our business that the center of 
the store appears to be the most logical place for the 
display of loose leaf goods. We employ three places 
for such goods—one in the shelves; the other in the 
show cases just opposite the shelves, where we use 
an ight-foot display case, and the third is a ten-foot 
table in the center of the store, where we exhibit 
several outfits as well as practical and suggestive 
forms for all kinds of business. We handle the line 
of cne of the leading manufacturers who provide a 
dealer's display outfit having many forms filled in 
with pen and ink, so as to give the display active value 
through the appearance of reality—that is, giving the 
forms the appearance of having been taken from 
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books actually in use by an accounting department. 

We make frequent use of our show windows to ex- 
hibit the loose leaf lines, employing for this purpose 
not only the binders themselves but forms applicable 
to the respective businesses of many of our customers. 
These forms are filled in with pen and ink. We find 
that few bookkeepers can resist stopping to examine 
such a display. 

In addition to the foregoing methods of showing 
our goods we make use of slides in the motion pic- 
ture theaters and take a column occasionally in the 
newspapers to advertise certain seasonable goods. 

(ur experience in the loose leaf business has been 
very satisfactory indeed. We have enjoyed a good 
business, which yields excellent results and shows a 
normal growth. We have consistently followed the 
policy of keeping always in touch with our customers 
through envelope inserts in all out-going mail and by 
such other methods as suggest themselves from time 
to time. 


The man who succeeds in loose leaf selling is he who studies the uses and 
abuses of the loose leaf principle and makes use of his knowledge in advising 
customers as to the style of devices best suited to their needs. Sometimes this 
may mean recommending a purchase that will total less than the customer would 
otherwise have bought, but by giving the customer the advantage of expert knowl- 
edge he will have gained a satisfied client and will be in a first-class position to 
secure future business from the same source. The cream of the loose leaf busi- 
ness lies in the repeat orders which come only from satisfied customers. 

It is a good plan to provide a rack in the front part of the store near the 
entrance where samples of each one of the loose leaf books in your stock can be 
shown. Each item should be plainly marked. The samples themselves may be 
sold, thus preventing them from becoming shop worn. When a sample is sold, 
the ticket should be removed and given to the stock clerk for a new sample. 


Clerks Should Understand Loose Leaf Stock 


By J. P. Swann of the Lester Book & Stationery Com- 
pany, Atlanta, Ga. 


T would, of course, be very hard to say just where 

the loose leaf department should be located in the 
store; that would necessarily be determined by the 
particular layout of the store in question. Loose leaf 
has grown, and continues to grow to such an extent 
that its record gives it the right to the most convenient 
and attractive place in the store. 

The stock should be so arranged that the clerk can 
put his hands at once on the particular book or sheet 
desired. From my experience | have observed that 
if a clerk can go directly to the article required it has 
a good effect on the customer. He forms the conclu- 
sion at once that the clerk knows his business, and he 
feels free to ask questions about the goods: and is 
convinced that his questions are answered correctly 

Every clerk should know something about the loose 
leaf goods and the stock kept. Even when a customer 


comes in to buy only a bound book, it is not unusual 
for him to inquire about some loose leaf device that 
he could use to advantage. This is an opening for 
the clerk to put through a loose leaf sale, and unless 
he has familiarized himself to some extent with the 
stock, he not only loses the sale, but makes a bad im 
pression on the customer, for himself and the house. 

With reference to surplus stock kept, the big in- 
crease in demand under present conditions makes it 
necessary to carry a larger surplus than under ordi- 
narv conditions. This, of course, means more capital 
tied up in loose leaf stock than ordinarily; but ship- 
ments are so uncertain, both because of the difficulties 
which the manufacturers themselves have to over- 
come, and also because of the many embarrassments 
to which the railroads are now subject that a large 


stock has become necessary if one would be sure of

A Loose Leaf Questionnaire 


Some Timely and Practical Information for Loose Leaf 

Salesmen in Stationery Stores, Taken from Loose Leaf 

Notes, House Organ of the Wilson-Jones Loose Leaf 
Company. 
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ANY salesmen have derived benefit from the 
loose leaf (Questionnaire which appears each 
month in the admirable house organ of the Wilson- 
Jones Loose Leaf Company of Chicago and New 
York. The suggestions in the replies to the queries 
put are applicable to practically every point that can 
be raised in handling loose leaf, and apply in most 
cases as well to the lines of all manufacturers as to 
those of the company named. So pertinent and prac- 
tical is this questionnaire that we have deemed it de- 
siraLle to present here some of the features of the 
chapters which have appeared in the last two numbers 
of Loose Leaf Notes, putting the suggestions together 
as an article, in connected form, except where the 
question and answer seem to bring out the idea better. 
In the January-February issue of the little house 
organ above referred to the editor suggests that if 
the dealer makes a practice of holding salesmen’s 
meetings it might be profitable to devote a fifteen min- 
ute period for questions and answers on some of the 
principal lines in the store. To give point to the sug- 
gestion, a loose leaf series is then presented, of which 
the following is the substance: 

Defining the several basic items of the loose leaf 
stock : 

1. A current binder is one containing leaves on 
which current entries are made or in which leaves car- 
rying current entries are filed. For example a binder 
for a ledger or a cash-journal system. 

2. A transfer binder is one in which leaves are filed 
after they are removed from a current binder. 

3. Post binders, such as the Doyle, and Peerless, 
grades one and three, and others, are frequently used 
as current binders for cash book, bank records, stock 
records, cost systems, etc. Such binders are often 
used in this way in preference to current ledger bind- 
ers because they are lighter, more flexible as to capac- 


binder and are used for combined cash journal sys- 
tems, columnar sheets, payroll and trial balance forms 
and other systems, and are also used currently as or- 
der holders for order blanks until orders are shipped 
and billed. 

Loose leaf men have been familiar with the Teng- 
wall file for many vears and many factories have made 
it or produced variations of the idea. Its uses are 
here outlined in the following series of questions and 


answefs: 


((Q) What are the principal uses for the Tengwall 
Iile ? 

(A) For filing tariffs, bulletins, price lists, corre- 
spondence, invoices, ete. 

(Q) What are its advantages for such filing over 
the post binder? 

(“.) It opens flat, the insertion and removal of 
leaves is more rapid, less binding margin is required, 
and labelling can be done on the closed back. 

Follows then a cross examination which brings out 
some of the fundamental things a man must know 
before he can even commence to qualify as one posted 
on loose leaf. Perhaps the points can be better 
brought home by reproducing some of the actual pas- 
sages: 

(() What is the meaning of the term “gauge” ? 

(.\) The number and diameter of the posts, prongs 
or rings of a binder and the distances between their 
centers. 

(() Is it the usual practice to transfer the leaves 
from record and minute books when they are filled ? 

(A) No, the leaves are locked permanently in the 
binders and then filed away as complete books. 

(Q) What are the users of the Record and Minute 
Books ? 

(A) For recording on a typewriter the minutes of 
corporations, lodges, assemblies, etce., and for record- 
ing public records such as deeds, mortgages, judg- 
ments, court proceedings, ete. 

(()) What is the advantage of the loose leaf over 
the bound record book ? 

(A) The leaves of the loose leaf book can be re- 
moved and written upon in a visible typewriter thus 
giving the books at least three times greater capacity 
than the bound book. The typewritten record is more 
legible and more permanent than the pen written rec-

For every man ‘over there,” two or three men must 
be at work over here. And the importance of the men behind 
the men in service cannot be over-emphasized. 












@ Consider the saving of just one kind of office appliance in 
the Peoples Gas Light and Coke Company, Chicago. If it 
were impossible for them to install this particular labor- 
saving device they would require 75 more clerks than they 
have at present.

Keep the Goods in Stock 


Some Good Advice to Loose Leaf Men, Borrowed from 
Another Field. 











HE following suggestions, taken in the main from 

the “Kodak Salesman,” with comment by the 
editor of “Loose Leaf Notes,” would appear to be 
even more timely now than ever, when the difficulties 
of keeping a full stock are augmented by transporta- 
tion delays which sometimes make the dealer wonder 
whether or not he is going to get any stock at all. 
We quote: 

“With the great increase in the demand for loose 
leaf goods, and the rapid progress that has been made 
toward the standardization of sizes, grades and styles 
the dealer should, it seems to us, plan to carry more 
complete stocks and not put so much dependence upon 
the catalogue for making sales. * ‘We can order this 
for you from the factory” never can have the selling 
punch that taking the goods from the showcase or 
shelf and placing them in front of the customer does, 
says the ‘Kodak Salesman’ in a recent number. 

**Further, your having the goods—the complete line 

in stock, impresses the customer that you have con- 
fidence in such goods—that they must be good, and 
afford satisfaction. 

“*And this impression extends to yourself and to 
your store, as well as to the goods. 

**Many immediate sales are lost through not having 
the goods in stock—but the damage to future business 
is far greater. You know how it is yourself; some 
time or another you have been in need of some com- 
modity and have gone to a store which by all powers 
of reasoning should have been able to hand out the 
goods—they didn’t have them in stock. 

“The next time you had a similar need you auto 
matically passed up this store to go to the one which 
supplied your wants, and quite possibly you have ad- 
vised friends of yours to avoid this first store because 
they didn't carry a full line. 

“*A reputation grows—either for or against a store 

and the store that has the goods gets the business 

‘You carry a full line of the less expensive goods, 
but do not stock any of the higher priced ones. Now 
there are in every town customers for the best the 
market affords, and if, perchance, any of these happen 
in on you, and you can only show him a catalogue de- 
ecription, and tell him that “you can get it for him in 
a few days”—bang goes the impression to his brain 


that you do not cater to the highest class of trade and 
he is lost.’ 

“There are certainly some good points here. Why 
not give them a few moments’ consideration? It is a 
fact, revealed by the sales records of many stationers, 
that their sales of loose leaf goods are now running 
well ahead of blank books and yet how many station- 
ery stores are there where the investment in loose leat 
stock will amount to one-half that of the blank book 
line ? 

“Why is this? Is it because dealers do not have 
confidence in loose leaf or because they have just got- 
ten ito the habit of considering loose leaf a specialty 
line which they are not expected by their customers to 
have in stock ? 

“Whatever the reason, it is an undisputed fact that 
stationers are losing business and profits because of 
their neglect to carry adequate stocks. 

“A recent check on the orders of three De Luxe 
Dealers has brought out the fact these dealers paid 
out for parcels post, express and telegraph charges 
on orders for stock goods a total of $179.56 within 
a period of three months. As the total purchases of 
stock goods by these dealers amounted to $1,875.00 
during this time, this means that there was a loss of 
nearly 10 per cent right here, to say nothing of the 
extra cost of handling many separate orders and the 
delay in making delivery, with the possibility of los 
ing 2 good customer now and then. Is this good mer- 
chandising ? 

“Such merchandise as ledger outfits, and the indexes 
and leaves for them, ring books and ring book sup- 
plies, sectional and solid post binders and sheet hold- 
ers, minute books, columnar forms, order blanks, in 
ventory and purchase order forms are now standard 
stock lines needed by every well equipped stationery 
store 

“The dealer can stock these lines complete and be 
practically certain that he can turn them at least four 
times a vear. 

“There never was a better time than right now to 
give some serious consideration to this matter. Why 
not go over your. stock and check it up with some gen 
cral catalogue? See how many items vou have regu 


lar calls for and do not carry in stock 


A good salesman never runs down his competitors’ qoods. Fair-minded cus 
tomers are best pleased tf he talks up his own goods and does not refer to the 


aoods of others. Loose leaf salesmen should know their oven goods thoroughl 
have a speaking acquaintance with competitors’ goods, and should know how 1

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The Loose Leaf Stock and Its Handling 


By Frank R. Welsh of the Wm. H. Hoskins Co., Philadel- 
phia; Chairman, Loose Leaf Committee, National Associa- 
tion of Stationers and Manufacturers. 


i ip economy of loose leaf binders as compared 
to bound books of account is something which 
any intelligent salesman should be able to prove to 
the customer without difficulty. 

The life of a ledger binder is about five years. 
\fter the first year the only additional expense is the 
buying of extra sheets to take the place of the dead 
accounts, or to add new sheets to accounts that fill 
more than single sheets, or for new accounts. The 
advantage of the ledger binder is that the user handles 
tive accounts, the dead accounts being filed away in 
cheap transfer binders, properly marked for future 
records or for reference when desired 

In the case of the bound ledger, if one would a 
commodate the same number of accounts as in a loose 
leaf ledger, it would be necessary often to allow sey 
eral pages for an account, or should the account be 
come very active, it would be necessary to transfer 
it to another part of the ledger; on the other hand, if 
the account became dead, it would be necessary to 
carry it to the end of the year, at which time a new 
ledger would be purchased and all accounts trans 
ferred. In five years there would be five ledgers 
purchased, which would make the cost greater than 
the expense of putting in a loose leaf system. Among 
the many advantages of the loose leaf outfit are the 
quickness with which an account mav be referred to, 
and the time-saving which results from not having to 
open a new ledger every year and transfer the live 
accounts to a new book. 

(It is suggested that the author might have in 
cluded also the saving in paper and in storage space 
arising from the fact that in the loose leaf system 
only those accounts are stored which no longer are 
current. There is no blank paper stored away and 
perfectly good and somewhat expensive bindings do 
not have to be put in a vault to gather dust. ) 

\ comparison of efficiency as between the ring 
hooks and the bound memo. books leaves the weight 
of the argument very much on the side of the former 

he ring books have taken, to a very great extent, 
the place of the bound memo. books. The ring books 
are used for many purposes, so arranged that the 
sheets can be removed, and new ones inserted, allow 
ing changes to be made, and particularly so for price 
hooks and quotation sheets where prices are chang 


ing daily. In a bound memo. book, to make a change, 


one would have to erase the price or number, and if 
inany changes were made, to rewrite a complete book. 
Ring books are made in sizes from vest pocket to 
QxI4, and accommodate from % to 2% inches of 
paper. The ring book has made a place for itself, 
opening up channels to accommodate office work 
which would be impossible in bound memo. books. 

To do a profitable ring book business, it would be 
advisable to carry the two grades of binding, in each 
size, also the different kinds of ruled sheets for each 
binder. Have a sample line of covers, so arranged 
and convenient for the customer to handle, as in most 
cases the purchaser has not made up his mind as to 
vhat size is wanted. He likes to handle the different 
sizes and figure out which is the best for his par- 
ticular purpos« \fter he has stated what he wants, 
it is up to the salesman to show the mechanical ad- 
vantages of the ring book cover. 

Vhether or not one would favor selling a complete 
loose leaf system to a customer depends upon the cir- 
cumstances of his business 

\fter studying the particular kind of business and 
what results are wanted, it might not be advisable to 
suggest a complete loose leat system. There are a 
number of bound books that are suited for certain 
detail work, that give better results than loose leaf, 
such as: Bound columnar books made in two thick- 
nesses, ruled from 2 to 26 columns. -These books are 
used for tabulation and dividing expenses, depart- 
ments, etc 

It is desirable that every dealer who handles loose 
leaf should make that department work in harmony 
with the other departments and vice versa. 

The loose leaf store department is a feeder to the 
printing department, and the bindery, and ought to 
work in harmony with these departments, as in a 
creat many cases the customer requires some special 
form or special size binder, and he should be referred 
to the manufacturing departments for expert advice. 

In the early stages of loose leaf the regular blank 
book makers were not in favor of loose leaf systems, 
and felt that the idea would have a short life, but 
today the blank book makers are convinced that the 
line of loose leaf has come to stay, and most of those 
who did not heed the handwriting on the wall are no 


longer in business

more 
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Loose Leaf First Aid to Office Machines 


How the Office Machine and the Loose Leaf Ledger Co- 
operate to Put American Business in Better Condition to 
Cope With Problems. 


TIS likely that the title to this little message might 

have been reversed to advantage; but perhaps that 
is a matter of the point of view. Lut we trust that the 
reader will not quarrel with the title if the message 
“gets across.” 

The message is to the dealer in loose leaf devices. 
lt is that now is the time of all times for the dealers 
of the United States to get an understanding of what 
machine bookkeeping is; what it means; how and by 
what appliances it is accomplished ; what lines of loose 
leaf are best suited to it, and what, in short, is the 
actual saving in time and man-power over the old 
methods. Man-power, unless we miss our guess, is 
going to be at a premium by the time the blizzards of 
another winter rattle our windows. The new way 
the machine way—-the way of doing three men’s work 
with one man and one machine—is coming. For many 
concerns it is already here. There is not an up-to- 
date bank in the country, probably, that does not use 
the machine posting system. Thousands of commer 
cial houses are using it and other thousands are due 
to fall in line. Loose leaf is a necessary part of ma 
chine bookkeeping and somehow the demand is going 
to be met. It is decidedly “up to” the dealers whether 
they will sell the loose leaf part of the equipment or 
let someone else do it. 

Commercial stationery houses were slow to take up 
the loose leaf idea; it was thought to be a fad, and 
for years the manufacturers had a_heart-breaking 
hight to introduce their systems and create a demand. 
But now the system is established. Everyone ap 
proves it. All business houses of any consequence 
use it. Will the dealers refuse to recognize the new 
est and most vigorous development which has come 
to the industry for many years? We believe not. 

In order to supply one’s trade with the necessary 
loose leaf equipment for machine bookkeeping, in 
cluding posting, it is not necessary that the dealer sell 
the machine. The adding machine manufacturers 
and the makers of adding typewriters and bookkeep 


ing machines, billing machines, etc., attend to that; 
wut they welcome any suggestions as to where a ma- 
chine installation can be sold and are not at all likely 
to be peeved at any enterprising dealer who puts them 
in the way of getting a good order. If there is any 
dealer who does not understand what is meant by 
machine bookkeeping, what it involves and what the 
sale of the outfits would mean to him in his territory, 
the loose leaf manufacturers will supply the informa- 
tion he wants and if need be will send a man to go 
over the matter and explain it thoroughly, thus putting 
the dealer in the way of new business. 

It has been said that a machine ledger posting sys- 
tem can be installed with satisfaction and proft by 
any concern which has occasion to handle 100 ac- 
counts a day or more. It is possible that now this 
minimum may be reduced to fewer accounts than that. 
The s) stem is worthy of study by any concern, whole 
sale, retail or manufacturing, which does a_ business 
of considerable size, especially if it is one that in- 
volves numerous accounts. Here is the dealer's 
chance to look over his field and make a list of the 
concerns with whom it might be well to do business. 
The machine manufacturers and the loose leaf men 
will give full support and co-operation and will see 
that he reaps the reward of honest efforts to advance 
their interests. 

Just a vear ago an authority on the development of 
loose leaf predicted in these columns that within a few 
vears the ledger posting machine will be as firmly 
established a part of the equipment of business houses 
as the typewriter, the billing machine and the adding 
machine. And he stated also that during 1917 he be- 
leved that the loose leaf business alone would profit 
to the extent of over a million dollars through the 
introduction of machine posting, and that this is onl) 
a beginning. 
figures for this year in view of the developments 


which have come to pass. 


This is the dealer's opportunity! 


Dealers should advertise their loose leaf departments tirelessly and vigor- 
ously. Advertising is not so much a matter of cost outlay as of persistent effort 


in putting into use the many sales helps which manufacturers provide. 


In adver- 


tising loose leaf one may define the different kinds of copy as follows: Impulsive 
copy, appealing to the prospect's sense of order, or desire to improve his methods 
Descriptive copy, stating the dealer's facilities for service, describing the goods, 


their mechanical features, quality of workmanship, stock etc. 


Argumentative 


copy points out reasons why loose leaf should be used and displayed, so that the 
customer as he passes in and out can see that the dealer has on his shelves the 
devices which he at some future time may require.

Stationers Should Sell Farmers. 

In the current issue of “Tips,” published by the Irving- 
Pitt Manufacturing Company, Kansas City. Mo., a news 
report is contained covering the remarks made to farmers 
and small storekeepers by W. A. Coon, a prominent Mis- 
souri banker. Mr. Coon, in discussing the Federal In- 


come Tax Law, said in part 


“Every farmer and every rural merchant, if he has never 
done so before, should start now and keep a book account 
of his business. By keeping his accounts straight the 
farmer and merchant can save enough money to pay his 
income tax. There are few of this class today who h« 
lieve it necessary to keep books And when they start

figuring out their income they find themselves 


against it.’ ” 


That farm records are a necessity is the opinio the 
Kansas City loose leaf house “The United States Dey 
ment of Agriculture,” they state, “together with agricul 
tural colleges and all authorities on farm management 


agree on this point. Why should the farmer ransack his 
| 


brain or trust to the unreliability of his memory when ar 
riving at the post of production, labor, losses, expenses, 
profies, ete.? How can he benefit by failures of previous 
vears without an available detailed record of those trans- 
actions? Should he keep records during the entire veat 
and make a complete, businesslike income tax report, o1 


shall he risk inequitable taxation because he is unwilling 


to devote ten or twenty minutes each day to simple yet 


accurate accounting? These are a few of the problems the 
farmer is giving serious thought to.” 

In the above connection scme very effective educational 
data are contained in the Irving-Pitt house organ the 
especial purpose of assisting stationers secure some of 
these orders from small stores and farmers.
